SENATOR DOUGLAS’ SUCCESSOR. 
Nothing but the danger which threatens 
the Republie would justify us in alluding 
23 0 at this time to the question of filling Judge 
Douglas's vacancy in the United States 
Senate. The task is an ungracious one, 
but the near approach of the special ses- 
sion of Congress, and the momentous char- 
acter of the issues to be brought before it, 
conspire to render it an urgent necessity 
‘That the place which the departed states- 
man occupied in the national councils can- 
mot, im any true sense, be flied, all will 
agree, but we are called upon to meet the 
question now, and it behooves us to find 
the man who will most nearly come up 
to the standard of the excellence now about 
to be entombed, and invest him with the 
- duties and dignities of the high office which 
Mr. Douglas has so long and so ably filled. 
The Constitution imposes upon Gov. 
Yates the delicate task of filling the va- 
cancy until such time as the Legisiature 
hall meet and exercise ite functions in the 
premises. The term for which his appointee 
would naturally hold the office is a year 
and a half, or until the regular session of 
1868. We doubt net that tho propriety of 
selecting a political friend of the deceased 
Senater has already suggested iuelf with | 
due force to the Governor. We think that 
all considerations of thé public weal re- 
quire the appointment of a Democrat, held- 
ing the views of Senator Douglas, to the 
vacancy. It is true that the Republicans 
have the power both in the Executive and 
Legislative departmen‘s of the State Gov- 
ernment.

But we forego all 
pouch preferences in obedience to what | 
feems to us an imperative publie duty. 
The 160,000 Illinocisans who cast their 
votes for Mr. Douglas last fall, and who 
are now nearly unaimous in their cal for 
the maintenance of the Union and the sup- 
port ef the gevernment, are justly entitled 
te u representative in the Senate of the 
United States. And if there were any 
Constitutional way in which they migit 
indicate their choice, they should be al- 
lowed to name the man. But the whole 
question, we are convinced, is in good 
handa,and we doubt not the action of Gov.

He was born in the 
State of New York, and was a physician of conseil. 
erable repute, He died suddenly of apoplexy ix 
1818, when his son (Stephen Arnold) was only two 


months old. 
It appears from this interesting recital 
that Senator Dou came of distinzuish- 


ed Puritan stock. The ind smnitable ener- 
gy of his character, and the iron will which 
made him always a master of circumstanc- 
es, mark him a lineal descendent of the 
Mayflower. 

Brought up on afarm under his moth- 
er's care, and receiving a common school 
education he desired, at the age of fifteen, 
to prepare for college. His family being 
unable to defray the expense, he left the 
farm and apprenticed himself to a cabinet 
maker at Middlebury, where he labored a 
year anda half. He then entered an acad- 
emy st Brandon where he studied another 
year. His mother having married Mr. 
Granger of Ontario Co. N. T., Stephen re- 
moved with her to Cana where he 
entered another academy. He remained 
at Canandaigua two years and a halt, stu- 
dying law at the same time that he acquir- 
ed his academical education. In the 
spring of 1883, he came west to find an eli- 
gible place to practice law, going success- 
ively to Oleveland, Cincinnati, Louisville, 
St. Louis and Jackson ville, III. At Jack- 
semville he found himself reduc- | 
ed te his last shillicg, and he 
went on foot to Winchester (Scott County) 
to get employment as a school teacher, 
taking with him a few law books with 
which to perfect himself in his chosen pro- 
fession. Obtaining six dollars for three day's 
work es clerk to an auctioneer he hired a 
room and opened a school, teaching by 
day, studying by night and practicing be- 
fore justices of the peace on Saturday 
afternoons. In March 1834, he opened an 
office for law business, and was so success- 
ful that before the expiration of the year 
he was chosen Atttorney General of the 
State by the Legislature. He resigned the 
office shortly afterwards and was elected a 
member of the Legislature from Morgan 
county. His rise from that time to the 
present was brilliant and rapid, and, until 


whom he had done so much, marked 
hardly a single defeat. 

In 1837 he was appointed by Prosident 
Van Buren Register of the land office at 
Springfield. In the same year he received 
the Democratic nomination for Congress 
im a district embracing the whole northern 
part of the Btate. His competitor was 
Joha T. Stuart, Esq, of Springfield. Some 
thing over 36,000 yotes were cast, and Mr. 
8 wart was declared elected by a majority 
of fies. Neither Mr. Douglas nor Mr. Stu- 
art mor any one else have ever been able 
to say which candidate actually received 
the majority, but it is certain that Mr. 
Stuart obtained the seat. In 1840 Mr. 
Douglas was appointed Secretary of State. 
In 1841 he was chosen by the Legislature 
a Judge of the Supreme Court. In 1843 
he was neminated for Congress, and was 
elected by 400 mejority in a Whig District. 
He was re-elected im 1844 by 1,900 major- 
ity, and again in 1846 by 8,000 majority. 
The same Year he was chosen by the Leg- 
islature to a seat in the United States Sen- 
ate, which he took on the 4th of March, 
1847, and has occupied without interrup- 
tion ever since. His present term would 
have expired March 4th, 1965. 

Mr. Douglas’ career in Congress is famil- 
lar to almost every citizen of Lilinois. 
Hardly a measure of national moment has 
heem before that body during the past 
seventeen years without receiving the im- 
print of his strong and comprehensive in- 
tellect. The Oregon bill, the Jackson 
resolutions, the admission respectively of 
Florida, lowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
California, the maritime laws of the great 
lakes and rivers of the West, the war with 
Mexico, the compromise measures of 1850, 
the Kansas and NebrasKa Act, the Pacific 
Railroad bills, the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
and the Lecompton G@onstitution, all bear 
the marks of his energy and ability ina 
of

share. One of these moments has been 
upon us; it brought about a union which 
years would have cemented. Only yester- 
day Judge Douglas and the Tarsune stood 
upon the same The immnent 


perl of the present had put all old things 


out of sight; and side by side with him we 
stood for the defence, the honor and the 
perpetuity of the great Republic ; and new 
uncovered and reverently jooking into his 
grave, we can say that a Patriot reposes 
therein. In revolutions, the events of a 
day are equal to the work which years ot 
peace accomplish. The rude shock ot 
arms lately encountered, awakened him to 
the true designs of the men with whom he 
had acted; and the same potent cause re- 
vealed him to us in an aspect as wawonted 
as it was glorious. If he had been 
mistaken in those for whom 
he had hazarded so much, we were not less 
so in him whom we so earnestly opposed. If 
he found them treacherous and false, the 
country saw him noble and true. Under 
all that seemed to contemporaries of the 
op; osite school, selfish, ambitious and un- 
patriotic, was felt to be that enduring basis 
out of which devotion and patriotism 
grew. To-day, the signs of sorrow and the 
habiliments of woe, the subdued voice, the 
measured tread and the look of grief every 
where observable among all parties and 
men of all creeds, are proofs that the heart 
of the country is wounded, and the people, 
now all sensible of his value will profound- 
ly and sincerely mourn their irreparable 


loss. 

In his last days, he gave those who stood 
near to minister to his wants, the moat 
convincing assurances of the depth and 
earnestness of the lively love of country 
that filled his heart. In his waking hours, 
as well as in those moments when the vio- 
lence of his disease unseated his great in- 
tellect, he was busy with national events, 
and the conflict that is now upon us. It 
was his last wish thatthe work which 
will the country while 
rescuing it from his enemies, should go 
rapidly on. To one, ina w mo- 
ment, he said, “I station you at the Relay 
House. Move on! Of another he asked, 
“Why do we stand still! let us press on! 
Let us to Alexandria quick!" To still an 
other he said, “ Telegraph to the President, 
and jet the column move on!” And so, 
throughout the progress of the dis- 
ease, which struck him down — he 
was thinking of his country and 
her peril, At Washington, in his 
imaginings, and in the command for 
which nature had fitted him, aud which 
would have been bestowed had he lived, 
he seemed te direct events and dictate 
victory. And when the lucid intervals 
came, he was, if not so emphatic, not 
less sincere. The salvation of the Repub- 
lic, was uppermost in his thoughts by day 
and by night. His own condition, the im- 
minent peril of death, his complicated 
affairs gave him no concern. Almost his 
last coherent words, were an ardent wish 
for the honor and prosperity of the Repub- 
lic, by the defeat and dispersion of her ene- 
mics. The country, regardless of party 
distinctions, wherever the love of the stars 
and stripes is not repressed by the terroriam 
which be knew and hated, will treasure up 
his dying prayer and make his hopes and 
aspirations the rule of patriotic endeavor. 

We need say nothing of the persons; 
characteristics of Stephen A. Douglas. 
There is no cabin in America to which his 
name has not gone. There is no man how- 
ever humble or unfit, who from the praise 
of his friends, often indiecrcet, or the abuse 
of his enemies, more frequently undeserved, 
has not made up an estimate of the man. 
He was undeniably great. He had a great 
brain in which size did not repress activi- 
ty. He bad a will which was as inflexible 
as iron. He had courage which bordered at 
times upon audacity. Ne had great affec- 
tion; and by consequence great passions 
—he could hate as well as love, He had 
great vigor of constitution and, all men 
gaid,afirm hold upon the strings of life. 
He had the power of drawing mea to him 
with the grasp and vigor of a gi. 
ant Ne one since Henry Clay 
has had such hosts of friends who 
would do his will or die in the attempt. 
He bad great ambition, which he sought to 
gratify by great events. Hence he was an 
orater and politician; and as both he 
greatly excelied. Nature fitted him to 
make a mark in the world; and he could 
not have been placed where he would not 
have graven his name. He has gone from 
us at a moment when his loss will most, be 
felt. In the vigor of early manhood, with- 
out having yet attained the ful! maturity of 
his powers as an orator or thinker; bat 
of ripened experience and broad culture, 
he bas fallen. Another decade, when the 
volce of war is forgotten, would have wit 
néssed the gratification of the object of his 
later strifes. His country at peace in all 
its parts and with all the world, the arro- 
gant slave power humiliated partly by his 
courngeous efforts, would have seen his 
elevation to the position that he would 
have filled with conspicuous ability. That 
was among the readable certainties of the 
future. But be has gone. The good and 
evil of his life remain, for the instruction 
of those who will do the work from which 
he is dissevered forever. Let us who are 
left, emulous of that fervid love of 
country Which will make his name glo- 
rious, press on in the direction in which, 
when living, his face was set. His last 
public speech is the standard by which his 
life is to be measured. We remember him 
by that, and lay down therefor this tribute 
of gratitude and praise. 

A MISUNDERSTAN DING, 

Our Springfleld dispatch ansounces 
that Capt. Lippert's company in the 
‘Thirteenth Regiment at Camp Yates, 
have refused to take the oath for three 
years service, and are about to retura 
home. Several members of companies A 
and B (Zouaves) in the same regiment 
have also refused to take (he oath for three 
years. Welearn that in the majority of 
cares, where tle men have declined to 
be mustered in, they assigned as a rea- 
son, that they cannot thus put themselves 
under solemn bonds to serve in a military 
capacity until the year 1864—making it 
solely a question of umd. This is a 
serious mistake. The oath which they 
are required to take is “for three 
years unless sooner discharged.”
